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Auction News

The Bowers & Merena 

Philadelphia Sale featured an 
1845-0 dime in VF20 that was 
nice for the grade but did not 
sell. Twol872-CC dimes were presented, one in 
XF40 that was cleaned and damaged with many pin 
scratches for $1,553 and a VG8 with the right ob- 
verse legend gone that did not sell. A lovely prob- 
lem free 1873-CC with arrows in XF45 soared to 
$20,700. Two duplicates, one in XF40 cleaned and 
corroded went for $2,687 and a better XF40 piece 
that was cleaned and nicely retoned went for $6,900. 
An additional 1873-CC dime in VF25 with a nice 
obverse but weak on the reverse, particularly the de- 
nomination, did not sell. 

An 1856-S/s quarter in G6 that was well 
worn and problem free went for $834. An 1857-S in 
XF45 with a dark mottled obverse only realized 
$920. An 1867-S in Fine 12 but very weak on the 
right side of Liberty did not sell. A well struck 
bright white 1869-S in MS62 was impaired by a dark 
area at DOL and did not sell. An 1870-CC in VF 
that had been cleaned but had nicely retoned in al- 
bum sold for $8,050. An 1872-CC in VG8 and de- 
cent for the grade hit $1,725, while an 1872-S in 
VF20 with dark mottled toning did not sell. 

An attractive 1873-CC with arrows half in 
AU50 realized $2,875. 

The Heritage Long Beach Sale featured an 


1843-0 dime in VF30 with nice natural gray toning 
at $805 and a wholesome 1856-S dime in Fine 15 hit 
$748. 

An 1852-0 quarter in VF30 but soft on Lib- 
erty’s head and the stars went for $2,185, while a 
bright white, well struck and mark free 1 856-S in 
AU58 sold for $5,750. A deeply toned 1858-S in 
VF35 and very nice hit $3,105, whereas a corroded 
1860-S in Fine 12 only eked out $403. A choice 
1867-S quarter in MS62 that was well struck, with 
light gray toning, and only one finer at PCGS rang 
the gong for $18,400. 

An 1855-S half was graded AU55 in spite of 
the wear being across the drapery line still managed 
$7,763, and an 1870-CC half with YG details but 
scratched and rim dinged went for $863. 

A lightly toned 1851 original dollar in MS63 
soared to $54,625. 1854 and 1856 dollars in AU50 
and AU58, respectively, each sold for $5,175. An 
1871-CC dollar in AU50 with slightly mottled toning 
hit a strong $20,700. 

The Stack’s Americana Sale had very few 
relevant Seated coins but did include a complete set 
of Liberty Seated dimes that were mainly in lower 
grades and many impaired. One multiple lot con- 
tained seventy-five coins. Other coins of relevance 
were an 1841-0 closed bud in VF, but corroded, 
cleaned and retoned, still managed $1,725. An 1860-

O dime in Fine 12 hit $1,092, whereas a rough, 
cleaned and porous 1871-CC in VF did not sell. A 
cleaned and rough 1872 dime in Fine 12 hit $862. 
An 1873-CC in VG8, but dented and granular, went 


for $1,150 and a nice for the grade 1874-CC in G6 
rose to $9,200. Two certified 1873-CC dimes that 
were not part of the collection were as follows: a VF 
35 with nice medium gray toning for $10,063 and a 
FI 5 with deep steel toning did not sell.

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Greer and Ahwash Plate Coins - 
PCGS Grading Results

It was time Considering the amount of effort to 

publicize the Top 100 Liberty Seated Dime Varieties 
and now, the Historical Collections initiative, it was 
time to start the third party certification process for 
raw Ahwash and Greer seated dimes. All of the Ah- 
wash and Greer plate coins in my collection were 
secured during the early 1990s timeframe and mostly 
from Stack’s or Brian Greer. A significant number 
of Ahwash plate coins appeared during the Stack’s 
auction of the Allen F. Lovejoy Collection on Octo- 
ber 16, 1990 followed by reappearances in subse- 
quent Stack’s or Coin Galleries auctions. Hours 
were spent checking each new Stack’s auction cata- 
log for the remote possibility of a resurfacing Ah- 
wash plate coin until 1995 or so. After 1995, 1 be- 
lieve the residual Ahwash plate coins were widely 
dispersed throughout the numismatic community if 
not place in several major collections. The acquisi- 
tion of the Greer plate coins came about during the 
1992 through 1996 timeframe as a result of a per- 
sonal relationship with Brian during the final prepa- 
ration stages of, “The Complete Guide to Liberty 
Seated Dimes.” Brian desired to sell his collection 
and fortunately, I was one of the early buyers. I 
hoped to maintain some integrity for his guidebook 
collection for subsequent usage in a comprehensive 
seated dime varieties book that was in the planning 
stage at that time. 

Many of the LSCC E-Gobrecht readers are aware 
that the Top 100 Liberty Seated Dime Varieties set is 
listed as an NGC Signature set, 
('http://coins.www.collectors- 
soci- 

etv.com/registrv/coins/ViewPersonalCollection.aspx 
?U serCollectionID= 151 &T ab=lisO again for public- 
ity purposes. Unfortunately, I have been quite neg- 
ligent in populating that online set due to most of the 
plate coins being used to illustrate the Top 100 set 
were raw; many came from the Ahwash and Greer 


collections. At the 2009 FUN show and the 2009 
Los Angeles ANA, a portion of the Top 100 varieties 
and combination Ahwash and Greer plate coins were 
submitted to PCGS to “test the waters” on current 
grading standards. Current third party grading 
(TPG) gossip was that of conservative and tight 
grading. I was hesitant to spend considerable monies 
to certify circulated, AU and lower end mint state 
dimes if the grading was unreasonable only to crack 
out the results and enter the resubmission process. 

For circulated coins, the crack out and resubmission 
process was not financially attractive given the exist- 
ing recognition of Ahwash and Greer plate coin 
among fellow collectors. 

This article is a brief report on Ahwash and Greer 
plate coins results from the first two submissions. 
Rather than write an extensive commentary on 
whether PCGS under or over graded certain dimes, I 
will leave the judgment to the E-Gobrecht readers. 
There are many opinions when the subject of TPG is 
discussed. Grading standards have eased and tight- 
ened while these plate coins quietly sat in my collec- 
tion. As the FUN and ANA submissions are exam- 
ined, one can draw the conclusion that Brian Greer 
employed conservative grading during the sale of 
his collection. I hope you enjoy viewing the follow- 
ing grading result pictorial and descriptions.
